WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
MARCH 2, 1925. 


STATE OF MAINE.

To Edward T. Burnham, a Constable in the Town of 
Hollis, County of York, and the State of Maine, 
Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are requested 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town of Hol- 
lis qualified to vote in town affairs, to assemble at the 
Town House, in said Town, on Monday, the second day 
of March next at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act on 
the following articles, viz :— 


Article 1. ‘To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article 2. To see if the town will vote to elect one 
or more Road Commissioners. 


Article 3. To choose a Town Clerk and all neces- 
sary town Officers. 


Article 4. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise for the support of Common Schools for 
the ensuing year. 


Article 5. ‘To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise and appropriate for a free High School 
for the ensuing year. 


Article 6. Tio see how much money the town will | 
grant and raise for the purchase of Text Books for the 
ensuing year. 
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Article 7. To see how much money the town will 
erant.and raise for the repair of school houses for the 
ensuing year. : 


Article 8. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise for contingent expenses for the ensu- 
ing year. | 


Article 9. To see how much money the town will 
erant and raise for the support of poor for the ensuing 
year. 


Article 10. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise for breaking down snow for the ensu- 
ing year. 


Article 11. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise for the support of highways for the en- 
suing year, 


Article 12. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise for the repair of bridges and culverts for 
the ensuing year. 


Article 13. To see if the town will vote yes or no 
on the question of appropriating and raising money 
necessary to entitle the town to State Aid as provided 
in Sect. 20, Chapter 25, of the Revised Statutes of 1916. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of six hundred dollars for the im- 
provement of the section of State Aid road as outlined 
in the report of the State Highway Commission, in addi- 
tion to the amount regularly raised for the care of ways, 
highways and bridges as provided in Section 18 of Chap- 
ter 25 of the Revised Statutes of 1916. 
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Article 15.. To see:if the town will vote to grant” 
and raise money and what sum, for the maintenance of 
State and State Aid Highways during the ensuing year, 
within the limits of the town under the provisions of 
Section 17 of Chapter 25 of the Revised Statutes of 1916. 


Article 16. ‘To see if the town will grant and raise 
the sum of twenty-five dollars to assist the Boys’ and 
Girls’ Club for the ensuing year. 


Article 17. To see if the town will grant and raise 
the sum of twenty-five dollars for Charles A. Warren 
Post, Patriotic Association to assist in the proper ob- 
servance of Memorial Day. 


Article 18. ‘Io see what compensation the town will 
vote to pay for collecting taxes for the ensuing year. 


Article 19. To see if the town will vote to author- 
:ze the Selectmen and Treasurer to obtain by loan money 
to pay bills in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 20. To see if the town will vote to author- 
ize the Selectmen to sell and convey property acquired 
by tax sale. ; 


Article 21. To see how much money, if any, the 
town will grant and raise to pay interest on outstanding 
obligations. - 


Article 22. To see how much money the town will 
erant and raise to pay on the interest bearing debt of 
the town. 


Article 23. To see if the town -will vote to co-op- 
erate with the State and Federal Government in control- 
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ing White Pine Blister Rust, and raise the sum of two 
hundred dollars for the same. 


Article 24. To see if the town will vote to instruct 
the Selectmen to make a contract with the Clark Power 
Company, to furnish street lights for Hollis Center, 
Clark’s Mills, Bar Mills and Salmon Falls, for the term 
of five years, and if so, to vote to grant and raise a sum 
not exceeding five hundred dollars per year for said 
lights. Also to see if they will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to contract with the Cumberland County 
Power and Light Company, to furnish street lights for 
Moderation Village, for a term of five years, and to vote 
to grant and raise a sum not exceeding three hundred 
dollars per year for said lights. 


Article 25. To see if the town will vote to dispose 
of the school house No. 13 situated at Bar Mills, by re- 
quest made to the School Board. 


Article 26. To see if the town will vote to accept 
of the list of jurors as made up by the Selectmen, Treds- 
urer and Town Clerk. 


Article 27. To see if the town will vote to grant 
and raise the sum of one thousand dollars to be expend- 
ed in repairing the road from or near the residence of 
Vasie U. Berry to or near the residence of Charles A, 
- GetcHell, at Moderation Village. 


Article 28. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting. 


The Selectmen give notice that they will be in ses- 
sion for the purpose of revising and correcting the list 
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of voters at the Selectmen’s Office in said town on Sat- 


urday, February 28, from 10 o’clock A. M. to 4 o’clock 
P. M.

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School Report 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and citizens of 
Town of Hollis :— 


I hereby submit the annual report. 

In general there should be evidence of a definite 
progress in our school organization each year. Better 
buildings and equipment, a higher standard of scholar- 
ship and a more thoroughly trained teaching personnel 
are some of the improvements sought. The support and 
co-operation which we have received in securing these 
ends of education have been very commendable. The 
problems involved in school betterment are in many in- 
stances exceedingly complex and difficult of solution. 

Regardless of the amounts expended for the up-keep 
of our schools we shall fall short of obtaining the best 
results if the working conditions are not satisfactory. 
The efficiency of the school depends largely upon the 
ability of the teacher employed. This means first of all 
a teacher adapted to the work. The proper training of 
our youth carries with it serious responsibility. Tenure 
of position in teaching is as important as in any other 
profession. We can not afford to change teachers as 
frequently as we have in the past. This proceedure will 
inevitably lower the standard of any school. It requires 
long acquaintance with the field of work and particular- 
ly with the individual requirements of each pupil in or- 
der for the teacher to do the best work. 


REPAIRS 
Hollis Center 
A large amount of very necessary repair work has 
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been accomplished by the superintending school commit- 
tee. There had been a long standing condition in the 
Hollis Center school building, which was a serious han- 
dicap to good school work. Difficulty had always been 
experienced in heating this building even at considerable 
expense in fuel and labor. The basement was not large 
enough for storage of wood, and the hot air pipes tak- 
ing the air directly from the basement and not from out 
of doors were a menace to the health of the pupils. 


The new heater is an improvement over the old 
heater in every way; in economy of fuel, in heating eff- 
ciency, and in construction should prove far more dur- 
able. This heater is constructed on up-to-date principles 
of heating and ventilation. The heat is admitted through 
the walls from pipes 7 ft. above the floor. This plan 
supplies heat from the furnace regardless of atmospheric 
conditions, and the fresh air inlet supplies pure air. 


Floor registers are not hygienic and do not give a 
good circulation of air in the school room, which is the 
important thing to be secured from the health stand- 
point. 


The amount of work required of the janitor is much 
lessened. By paying the same wages as in other schools 
there should be a saving of about $200 in janitor’s ser- 
vices. There is ample space for storage of fuel now as 
the result of excavating in the basement. The material 
removed was used for filling in the ground space about 
the building. 


In the past several days have been lost at different 
intervals as the result of flooding of the basement after 
heavy rains. There will be no recurrence of this condi- 
tion now that proper drainage has been secured. 

A new walk connecting. the attached outbuildings 
was built and covered. The old walk had not been pro- 
tected from the weather and lasted only a short time.

HIGH SCHOOL 


The interior of the high school had not been reno- 
vated since the remodelling in 1915. The painting of 
walls and ceiling has been a great improvement. An un- 
attractive environment is not conducive to study, of in- 
terest in school work. 

The law requires separate walks to attached out- 
buildings. These should be covered to prevent rapid de- 
terioration of the wood work, or filling up of the com- 
partments with snow in winter. [he very unsatisfac- 
tory condition in this building has been remedied by se- 
curing a covered walk well protected from the weather, 
and by having a separate entrance to this walk from the 
main room thus complying with the law. 

By building an addition to the shed at West Buxton 
it has been possible to provide a larger space for storage 
of fuel and by proper housing to secure a saving in the 
amount of wood used. 

It is a matter of much satisfaction to have so much 
repair work accomplished. Particularly is this true in 
the interest that has been taken in having the school 
rooms made more attractive for pupils and teachers. We 
are glad that the necessity for such repair has been rec- 
ognized and that the McDaniel and River Road buildings 
have been painted and papered. These repairs should 
prove an incentive for better school work. 

On the basis of the salaries which we pay in some of 
our small rural schools it is inevitable that we should 
depend upon high school graduates to fill some of these 
positions. Since many of out teachers are inexperienced 
‘t is essential that the schools be provided with up-to- 
date equipment which will be helpful to these teachers. 
This equipment should include books for professional 
reading, library reference works, and outlines of instruc- 
tion for teachers. The teaching of Geography and His- 
tory will be made more thorough and accurate ly use of

new outline and political maps. These maps have al- 
ready been secured for some of the schools. More sup- 
plementary reading material.is needed for our elemen- 
tary schools. 

The increased registration in the High School is an in- 
dication of the interest which the pupils have in their 
high school and the importance of maintaining a high 
standard of school work. The large classes have made 
necessary the purchase of additional text books. The 
Black and Davis Physics which is an excellent text book 
has been adopted; also a new text book in Biology. A 
new set of reference works covering the period of the 
world war and modern achievements in science has been 
secured. The use of new equipment and modern text 
books will be helpful to teachers in developing the all 
important factor of interest in school work. It is by 
such constructive work that the most effective results 
are obtained in the field of education.

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School Report 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and citizens of 
Town of Hollis :— | 


I hereby submit the annual report. 


The securing of the thoroughly competent teacher is 
the most serious problem in education today. The 
change in the school law whereby the teaching permit 
has been done away with is very commendable.Uncerti- 
fied teachers are not allowed to teach. Certificates are 
obtained by taking the state examinations or by main- 
taining a satisfactory grade in a six weeks summer 
course at normal school. 


It is difficult to make good progress in school work 
if part of the teaching force is new and untrained each 
year. Such a large untrained personnel would not be al- 
lowed in any other profession. So we are always re- 
peating the experiment of training teachers for the 
work. ‘This is not good for the schools, and our best 
teachers are leaving for more attractive fields. Any pro- 
eram for school improvement for which the people are 
taxed is sure to fail if the quality of the work is not 
taintained by good teachers, 


Our schools represent more of an investment today 
than ever. All the new improvements help in securing 
effective results. But after all, the one important factor 
is the teacher who possesses the qualifications that meet 
all the needs and requirements of the schoolroom and 
community; and again the teacher who understands the 
responsibility of the profession, and the exacting train- 


i 
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ing needed in the mouiding and developing our youth in- 
to a high order of citizenship. We need an experienced 
and permanent teacher for each position, regardless of 
the size of the school. Otherwise we shall realize only 
a small part of the return which we:should have. 


REPAIRS 


The capacity of the old heater in the high school 
building was not sufficiently large to heat the building 
under exisiting conditions. The size of the room, height 
of ceiling, and stairway space made it difficult to heat the 
main room in cold weather; and it was very difficult to 
heat the laboratory. The old heater was not. in good 
working condition and was smoking wails and ceiling. 
A new heater has been secured which wi.l heat ail rooms 
easily. This heater is similar to the heater at Hollis 
Center which has given entire satisfaction. The heat- 
ing of school buildings works out much more satisfac- 
torily where the teacher gives close oversight of the 
janitor work. ‘This oversight means a saving of fuel and 
better heated buildings. We have a report that the fire 
hazard in the schools has been greatly reduced in this 
state during the past year. This undoubtably has been 
the resu:t of proper precautions in care of buildings. The 
teachers in general are giving close attention to care of 
buildings. 


The effects that the arrangement of schoolrooms, 
sanitation and ventilation, and general hygiene have on 
the health and the progress of the school have changed 
our ideals in regard to school buildings. 


It is very satisfactory to have the covered walk with 
protection against weather conditions, built at West Bux- 
ton. This work completes the requirements of the law, 
relative to sanitation in attaching outbuildings. The 
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enclosing of this space will protect the doors of the 
school rooms from weathering. 


An exceilent steel ceiling has been put up in the 
Clark’s Mills building. The lighting conditions have al- 
ways been unsatisfactory in this building owing to the 
low roof and the small window space. The old wall 
board was dingy and unsightly.. The new ceiling and 
walls will help in heating this building. The appearance 
of the interior has been greatly improved and the amount 
of light received has been increased by painting the metal 
surface a gloss white. 


It is a large expense item to have the school build- 
ings insured with the high rates for school property. 
However, we can not afford to neglect insurance in these 
days of greatly increased costs in construction of school 
buildings. 


TEXTBOOKS AND SUPPLIES 


In many of our schools we are needing library books 
to correlate with the English courses in addition to ref- 
erence books with which we are now fairly well equip- 
ped. The right kind of reading material is an impor- 
tant part of education. A few of the best books should 
be purchased each year as a beginning of a school library. 


The teachers have done good work this year with 
the “Modern Health Crusade”. This work not only 
teaches health, but secures health objectives. The new 
physiologies recently adopted are in keeping with the 
~ new trend in this all important subject in teaching health 
habits. 


The new readers can be used with applications in 
silent reading and study methods. The new “Maine” 
books wili be a source of knowledge relative to our own 
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state. While the books on citizenship will provide ma- 
terial for information regarding our constitution. There 
has been a lack of knowledge relative to our govern- 
ment and institutions. 


Some of the best drills that we have ever employed 
in our schools have been the new test outline maps in 
(-eography. These maps work along the line of visual- 
izing the places in the minds of the pupils. The old 
wall maps were out of date and many badly worn. New 
wall maps of Europe have been secured. These new 
maps have excellent clear cut boundary lines, in sharp 
contrasting colors and are kept in durable steel cases. 
Map work is an essential part of the study of Geography 
and History. 


We appreciate the support of our schools which has 
afforded these constructive educational courses, and the. 
efforts of our teachers in improving themselves for the 
profession. ‘The training which is most helpful includes 
academic subjects and courses in psychology, and prin- 
ciples in education and teaching methods.
